Ify dear Allen: 


As one who was in Russia at the time of the Revolution I have 
for forty years been deeply concerned over the menace of Communism. It has 
therefore been one of my interests to discover persons with wide knowledge of 
Russia in order to turn up ideas that might strengthen the struggle of the free 
world against the spreading imperialism of Moscow. 

Many years ago in France, myself and Dr. William Temple, the 
Archbishop of York and later Archbishop of Canterbury, were introduced by 
Dr. Mar c Boegner — head of the Reformed Church in France and later President of 
the World Council of Churches— to a very interesting Russian who had even then 
resided in France for a long time. He was heading a body known as "The Union 
for the Protection of the Human Person" and had associated with him iftany dis- 
tinguished leaders of the French nation. His name is Boris Gourevitch and he has 
since published a monumental two-volume work under the title "The Road to Peace 
and To Moral Democracy", published by the International University Press in 
New York, containing some 2700 pages. 

Boris Gourevitch tells me of a seemingly significant revisionist 
movement in the sat elites as well as in Russia about which you may already have 
information, but I am confident that he might be able to add to your documentation 
concerning the movement and its possible significance. 

My feeling is that it would be worth your while to have a talk 
with him, either when you are in New York some time, or in Washington. He is a 
person whom I have found, not only possessed of immense knowledge but possessing 
wide contacts with persons of significance in many European lands. I have reason 
to feel that he is honest, intelligent, keen and wise. 

I am therefore venturing the hope that you would let me know where 
and when you could have a talk with him.
